When the 
round little man from the Krem- 
lin, so fully-packed with his own 
propaganda and images of Amer- 
ica, has come and gone, there will 
be time to weigh and evalue him 
and his visit. 


We learned something in Mos- 
cow's beautiful park. 


It is this. The most powerful, 
unrelenting revolutionary force 
loose in the world today is the 
desire to live a little better. It 
is universal, relative, constant. 


The Russian people liked the 
fair. Nearly three million of 
them saw it despite the early 
criticism of the Soviet press de- 
signed to discourage attendance. 


Possessions 


The fair demonstrated both the | 


truth, and the flaw, in the state 
ment that we cannot win friends 


for the American system and way | 


of life by the mere exhibit of 
possessions. We can’t. A great 
many of us persist in the fallacy 
that if we could but enable the 
Communists and uncommitted 
peoples to see our refrigerators, 
washing machines, and the gadg- 
ets of ease and luxurious living, 
they would wish to emulate us. 
This is not true. Exercise of this 
idea as propaganda or as defense 
of American capitalism is danger- 
ously frivolous. 


But, what the Moscow exhibit 
did demonstrate was that display 
of consumer goods, minus ostenta- 
tion, but merely as a part of a 
broader, deeper way of life, was 
impressive. 


It should not be overlooked, 
our researchers think, that while 
the automobiles, the model house, 
color television and voting ma- 
chines created the greatest amount 
of ‘‘impersonal admiration,” 
a collection of photographs which | 
had the greatest single impact; 
this was especially true of stu- 
dents. 


This was ‘“The Family of Man.” 
This exhibit consisted of 503 pic- 
tures from 68 nations, created by 
Edward Steichen, dean and mas- 
ter artist of American photog- 
raphy. Steichen’s sister, Lillian, 
a magnificent lady in her own 
right, in 1908 was married to a 
then obscure reporter and poet 
named Carl Sandburg. Sandburg 
wrote the captions for the pic- 
tures. It was my joy and good 
fortune to be with, him and 
Steichen the day the fair opened 
and to walk with them as part 
of the crowd of Russians seeing the 
display. Soviet men, women and 
children recognized them from 
the small photograph in the ex- 
hibit’s pamphlet and were drawn 
to come to them and, in sign 
language, show their enthusiasm. 


Sandburg’s prologue begins: 
“The first cry of a newborn baby 
in Chicago or Zamboango, in Am- 
sterdam or Rangoon, has the 
same pitch and key, each saying, 
‘I am! I have come through! 
I belong! I am a member of 
the family .. .’” 


Communication 


The Russians understood. There 
was communication. That this 
came from America and Ameri- 
cans was impressive. 


The Russian people are not 
anti-American, They will look at 
anything from America with sym- 
pathy, and they will listen to 
whatever America has to say so 
long as it is not openly hostile. 


They were astounded to learn, 
in questioning the magnificent 
young Russian-speaking U. S. 
guides at the fair, that Americans 
mistrusted Russian intentions. 
They have believed their own 
government about Hungary. They 
accept Poland and the other 
satellites as enthusiastic partners. 
They fear Germany. They suspect 
us because we rearm the Ger- 
mans. But, as people, as human 
beings, they are not now enemies. 
These: people could, and did, so 
our experts believe, receive our 
message—that here was some- 
thing of America which was not 
political. 


We grow ‘cynical about one 
world. But there is one world 
in the universal yearning to be 
free of fear of war and tension. 
The people want their politicians 
to find a way to thaw the ice.

India and Red China. 


These Western reports, Tass 
charged, are aimed at stirring up 
tension and ‘“‘complicating the 
situation’”’ on the eve of Khrush- 
chev’s trip to mee‘ President 
Eisenhower. 

Thus did the Soviet Union out- 
line its position for the first time 
since Prime Minister Nehru of 
India accused Communist China 
Aug. 26 of aggression. 


The Soviet Union has been faced 
with a dilemma between their 
Chinese Communist allies and the 
Indians, whom they have been 
wooing with costly aid prcgrams 
for years. 

The Tass statement avoided all 
details of the quarrels between 
Red China and India and re- 
ferred to Moscow's “unbreakable 
bonds of fraternal friendship”’ with 
Peiping and “friendly coopera- 
tion’’ with New Delhi.

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Let Truckers Heed 
This Jury Advice 


The Fulton County Grand Jury, in 
presentments returned last week, gave 
considerable attention to the increasing 
problem of traffic which has become a 
major concern of everybody. 


> Its conclusions in regard to trucks > 


thade such good sense that every truck- 
ing firm and every truck operator should 
adopt the recommendations as self- 
fegulatory rules in lieu of stricter legal 
restrictions, The jury said, in part: 


> “We note with deep concern the ever- 

“increasing hazard of a passenger car in 
trying to pass the large trucks and tractor- 
trailers on our highways. 

“We would not at this time recommend 
additional laws or regulations for these ve- 
hicles but instead would suggest that much 
of the hazard could be eliminated by the 
drivers of these trucks and tractor-trailers 
if the attitude of these drivers was that of 
courtesy and helpfulness to those needing 
to pass and not competitiveness and if the 
truck speed limit was rigidly observed 
(both downhill and uphill). 

“When a truck trailed by passenger cars 
makes the top of a hill it should pull over 
and continue briefly at a slow speed until 
such passenger cars have been able to 
pass. Also, any truck should avoid closely 
trailing another truck or passing another 
when there are passenger cars attempting 
to pass. Such courtesies, already observed 
by many truck drivers, would, if universally 
followed, facilitate movement of traffic with 
safety, while scarcely delaying trucks at 
all.” 


The jury supports the State Highway 
Department in its desire to establish per- 
manent weighing stations on principal 
highways and to employ and equip ad- 
ditional mobile crews to check weights. 
It also recommends that the highway 
department and not the Public Service 
Commission be charged with responsi- 
bility for issuing variance permits and 
control of weights. 


We heartily concur in these recom- 
mendations and urge the Georgia Motor 
Trucking Assn. to join in a concerted 
effort to bring about voluntary compli- 
ance where possible. In other areas such 
as that of weight control measures, what- 
ever legislation needed should be adopted.

Atlanta Earns Plaudits 
For Work on Housing 


In view of the widespread controver- 
sy about the Civil Rights Commission and 
the even’ more controversial report it re- 
leased last weekend, it is encouraging to 
note that at least one phase of the re- 
port had a word of commendation for the 
South. 

The group said that Atlanta had set 
an example in handling its housing prob- 
lem which might well be emulated by 
any city in which racial friction exists on 
housing. In setting up a biracial commit- 
tee to prevent the explosive situations 
which have occurred in many cities, At- 
lanta not only has avoided such situations 
but has succeeded in providing housing 
opportunities while avoiding the intense 
feeling and racial incidents which have 
occurred elsewhere. 

In the maze of words about the report 
itself, there is marked disagreement 
among members of the commission about 
just what it says. Obviously there was no 
unanimity about its content and: less in 
interpreting it. But in the continuing con- 
troversy over civil rights and the politics 
connected with it, this is to be expected. 

In the field of housing and other activi- 
ties, Atlanta has handled a difficult prob- 
lem well through agreement and good 
will among both races. Wherever people 
are willing to approach their problems 
and to work at them cooperatively, the 
end result is happier for all.

In fact, the estimated number of cas- 
ualties could be reduced from approxi- 
mately 30 per cent of the population to 


about 3 per cent. And by preparedness, 


Ahe committee has in mind bomb shelters 
for the entire population. These can be 


provided at a cost of between five and 
20 billion dollars. 


While there have been multitudinous 
studies and plans for Civil Defense—all 
of them, including evacuation, with some 
merit—bomb shelters seem the most cer- 
tain way of curbing deaths when there 
is no time for evacuation. Mass shelters 
for congested areas seem to be the only 
preventative for mass death. 


It also has been recommended—and 
New York State is now studying such a 
possibility—that all homes be required 
to have home shelters. A recent article in 
The Journal-Constitution magazine out- 
lined a simple method of insuring com- 
parative safety. 

We still have a long way to go on 
Civil Defense, both in education and con- 
crete action. It seems incredible that 
steps are not being taken which could 
save almost a third of the population 
from nuclear incineration in case of at- 
tack.

President Has Power 


In Divided Government 


The argument between President Ei- 
senhower and the Democratic Congress 
and the President’s repeated use of the 
veto are good examples of our checks and 
balances system. Let it be said for the 
President, however, that he gave fair 
warning of the action he would take if 
Congress exceeded budget requests on the 
big spending bills. 

Either in an attempt to build cam- 
paign issues for next year or from pure 
perversity, Congress in several instances 
— notably in housing and the public 
works measure — has chosen to ignor 
the President’s recommendations. He ha_ 
vetoed two housing bills and Congress is 
now coming up with one he probably 
will sign. 

Now the House and Senate have passed 
for the second time a public works bill 
which is very little different from the 
one the President turned down a few 
days ago. The President vetoed it 
Wednesday. Congress will have to start 
over again and the possibility of adjourn- 
ment by this weekend grows more dim. 

Meanwhile, there is a strong likelihood 
that the President will have to call a 
special session later this fall to deal with 
the problem of debt management. In to- 
day’s money market, the ceiling on inter- 
est rates for government bonds is lead- 
ing to a crisis which could endanger the 
international standing of the dollar. 

Irked Democrats have been holding up 
action on the foreign aid bill the admin- 
istration requested. If no acceptable bill 
is passed, this, too, could bring on a spe- 
Cial session. 

Strange are the ways of politics but 
the President has proved that the chief 
executive need not be powerless, even 
with a divided government and the cer- 
tainty of not being reelected.

There is a familiar ring to 
worthy recommendations made by 
recent Fulton County Grand Jury. 

Enactment of an adequate automobile 
registration law was urged for the 28th 
time. 

For the ninth time passage of an 
“habitual criminal’ law, whereby a 
third conviction of a prisoner on felony 
charges would mean life imprisonment, 
was recommended. 

Legislation to permit sentencing by 
judges rather than juries was requested 
for the 35th time. 

Enactment of a law to permit de- 
fendants to testify under oath was urged 
for the 28th time. 

And for the eighth time legislation 
was asked which would require regis- 
tration by the seller of all firearms sold 
and would prevent issuance of such a 
license to anyone convicted of crime. 

Many Georgia grand juries over a 
period of years have made recommen- 
dations similar to these. 

The General Assembly's consistent 
failure to act in accordance with such 
repeated requests is an affront to the 
grand jury system itself. Sooner or later 
individual legislators are bound to re- 
ceive deserved repercussions at the polls.

Because of low salaries we must 
depend upon women to teach our 
children and most women make 
a career of marriage. As a result 
many teachers leave the profes- 
sion just as they are becoming 
proficient. Those who would re- 
main are often driven away by 
the ever increasing load of _non- 
teaching ‘duties. 

A teacher who feels that re- 
search, intellectual improvement 
and creative preparation for class- 
room teaching are important 
aspects of quality. performance 
must find the tlme outside her 
40-hour school week to follow 
these pursuits. No incentive or 
reward is made for such activi- 
ties in selecting our teachers. Re- 
wards are based instead on the 
number of years a teacher spends 
in the classroom, regardless of 
her performance, and on the 
quantity of courses she takes 
throughout her teaching career. 

At a time when education has 
received so much criticism from 
outside (and most teachers will 
agree that much of it is justified), 
are we really doing our utmost to 
make the teaching profession at- 
tractive to those we would choose 
to educate our children?

Ike's European Trip Shows 


America’s Prestige Strong 


As President Eisenhower begins a brief rest from his tour of 
European capitals, it certainly cannot be said that he has settled all 
the differences dividing our European allies. What is perfectly plain, 
however, is that he has underscored the good opinion in which his 
country is held abroad. And in that fact lies a certain amount of irony. 


For some years assorted poli- 
ticlans and commentators in this 
country have been talking about 
the disastrous decline of Ameri- 
can prestige in Europe under the 
Eisenhower administration. 

Yet the man presumably re- 
sponsible for this alleged falling- 
off has just been welcomed as a 
hero by the Germans he con- 
quered, by the British whose 
forces he led and by the French 
whom he liberated. And just about 
everything he has said and done 
in recent days has intensified the 
acclaim. 

Unquestionably all this is tribute 
to Eisenhower himself, to: those 
wartimne memories as well as to 
his obvious dedication to peace 
and well-known concern for Eu- 
ropean problems, and not least to 
the personal magnetism _ that 
seems to affect all. who see or 
talk to him. But it séems to us 
it would be a somewhat naive 


view of irternational politics to. 


regard this trip as a purely. per- 
sonal victory. | 

What is. “national prestige” 
atter all? It must rest first on the 
image of a nation as projected by 
its record. To the historical 


image of America, which has al- ' 
Ways attracted Europeans, is add- 


ed the contemporary § circum- 
stance of unmatched U.S. power, 
which perforce makes this coun- 
try the leader in the effort to pre-

serve civilization against the new 
barbarians. 

Certain things do, however, in- 
evitably happen when a defensive 
alliance is carried on through 
many years of ostensible peace. 
Resentments accumulate against 
the most powerful member simply 
because of its power; the tenden- 
Cy is to blame that one for every- 
thing that goes wrong. And as 
more years go by without actual 
war, the danger of war appears to 
recede and the differing national 
interests of the various members 
come to the fore. It was such dif- 
ferences, among Britain, France 
and Germany, rather than criti- 
cisms of the U.S., that occupied 
the headlines just before the Pres- 
ident went to Europe. 

In short, we think any decline of 
American prestige in recent years 
has been very considerably exag- 
gerated; any appearance of de- 
cline has been largely the result 
of strains inherent in a peace- 
time coalition. Eisenhower's trip 
has certainly dramatized the re- 
gard in which he and his .country 
are generally .held in Europe. It 
has also demonstrated — especial- 
ly for the Russians — that under- 
lying the strains in NATO is still 
an essential unity of opposition

Micah Lost More 
Than His Church 


When you have an extra moment or two, 
turn to the 17th and 18th chapters of the Book 


of Judges where you will find a curious and fas- o 
cinating story of a man who built a little church within his own home. 


This man, whose name was Micah, 


He thought he might curry di- 
vine favor and thereby win for 
himself blessings by constructing 
a church for himself. This little 
church was properly furnished 
and a traveling Levite priest was 
given a handsome sum of money 
to settle down to the responsibili- 
ties of being his priest. 

In time a scouting party from 
the tribe of Dan came _ upon 
Micah’s home and chapel. The 
church in particular appealed to 
the Danite scouts and they soon 
returned with 600 homesteaders 
who in their enthusiasm for a 
church of their own hauled off 
the church, its furnishings and its 
priest in a wagon. 

You can imagine the complete 
dismay of Micah when he re- 
turned from the fields one day 
and found that his private little 
church had been taken from him. 

The bewildering plight of Micah, 
whose church was stolen and car- 
ried away on a wagon, is both 
amusing and frustrating. It is 
amusing to think that the sum 
total of a man’s religion could be 
loaded on a wagon and hauled 
away. It is baffling to our imagi- 
nations to think that a man’s re- 
ligion could be stolen from him. 
But this is what happened to 
Micah. Without his little church, 
he had no religion left!

This is an ancient story that is 
told in a manner that is strange 
to our ears. Yet the story is not 
without a pertinent message even 


for sophisticated churchmen of 
our day. 


Two ideas come to me through 
the reading of this story. First, 
Micah’s religion seems to have 
been a matter of brick and mor- 
tar, not spirit and truth. Too often 
we associate religion with hand- 
some edifices, beautiful stained- 
glass windows, soft carpets, and 
gilded altar appointments. These 
things are not the church. They 
are merely the means by which 
we discover more easily the 
church, which is above all else 
communion with God through fel- 
lowship with our neighbor. 

Second, Micah’'s religion seems 
to have been a private thing 
which he cherished for himself 
and his own benefit. That is an at- 
titude in opposition to everything 
true religion stands for. Micah 
had built his own church for his 
own gods. He had hired his own 
priest. Micah’s religion was an 
extremely selfish and self-cen- 
tered affair. And he lost it com- 
pletely. The Lord says, ‘My house 
shall be a house of prayer for al! 
peoples.”’ 


Khrushchev Talks 
Are Vital to Nixon 


WASHINGTON — There is not a feather’s 
weight of intended politics in President Eisen- 
hower’s new diplomacy with Premier Khru- 


shchev. It reflects his conviction that he should use his unusual pres- 
tige to see if there isn’t some way to contain the worst dangers of 


the cold war — or better. 

What he is doing is without any 
concern whether the political divi- 
dends will be good. bad, or non- 
existent. Anyone who has talked 
with him recently knows that the 
political consequences are the far- 
thest from his thinking. 

But there will be far-reaching 
political consequences, however 
little they weigh im the Presi- 
dent’s motives and acts. 

It seems to me—and I find this 
view quite widely held in Wash- 
ington—that if some modest head- 
way is made in improving East- 
West relations, if some worthwhile 
agreement is reached on Berlin, 
or on nuclear tests or on a be- 
ginning toward disarmament: 

It will make Nixon's presi- 
dential nomination a near cer- 
tainty. 

That it will greatly improve 
the prospects of his election. 

The reason Nixon’s future is 
involved in the Eisenhower-Khru- 
shchev diplomacy is that he has 
been made an active participant. 
He represented the White House 
in an advance exploratory visit 
to the Soviet Union and, what is 
more important, Eisenhower had 
let it be known that he has in- 
vited the vice president to sit 
in with him in the critical 
three days of conversations with 
Khrushchev at Camp David at 
the end of his stay in the United 
states.

And some of the elements which

index. But if the ‘20-20 hind- 
sight,” which the President. says 
‘everybody has,"’ were foresight, 
the causes of his-triumphs at the 
Capitol would have been in. plain 
view before the event. In addition 
to the causes inherent in the Pres- 
ident himself, it now appears that 
the principal ones were the fol- 


lowing: 


1. There is a deeper split in the 
Democratic than in the Republi- 
can Party on the issues now pres- 
ent and materializing, and tlie 
Democratic division is hardening. . 
It reduces the Democratic ma- 
jority in Congress sufficently to 
permit the Eisenhower Republi- 
cans and the dissident Democrats 
to muster when required the one- 
third plus of one or the other 
chamber by which presidential 
vetoes are sustained under the 
rule of the Constitution. 

2. The Republican split, deep 
and angry in the 1952 convention 
nomination contest between Ejis- 
enhower and Taft, was temporar!- 
ly bridged for the necessitiés of 
the campaign. Taft then applied 
himself to making it permanent, 
but at his early death the division 
over ‘‘Eisenhower modern Repub- 
licanism’’ reappeared, stimulated 
by the election of a Democratic 
Congress in 1954 and each two 
vears thereafter. The indispensa- 
bility of the President as the Re- 
publican candidate in 1956 if his 
party hoped: to hold the executive 
power once again bridged over 
the split temporarily. And it would 
-doubtless have produced as large ° 
a Republican as a Democratic 
factionalism in Congress if the 
President had not suddenly be- 
gun to employ pressures from 
which he hadi refrained. 

3. As a-result the President is 
now. able to rally solid and con- 
sistent Republican support for his 
legislative programs.

18 Negro Children Enter 
All-White Schools Peacefully

First grades of Delaware public schools were inte- 
grated Wednesday in peaceful fashion in southern dis- 


tricts that had opposed race 


Delaware's compliance’ with 
court orders resulted in little 
more than token integration, with 
only 18 Negroes entering pre- 
viously all-white schools in six 
Southern districts. A dozen more 
Negroes will start first-grade 
schooling in three other districts 
Friday. 

There was some dissatisfaction 
in Delaware and Florida, where 
Negroes sat in a‘ Miami public 
school class room with white 
students for the first time. 


MOTHERS COMPLAIN 


Four Negro girls entered the 
first grade at an elementary 
school in Milford, Del., where 
violence broke out on the first 
attempt at desegregation five 
years ago. A white mother who 
took her boy into the school said 
she told him if he saw a Negro 
in his room to come right home 
“or I'd beat the hell out of 
him.” 


Another Milford mother re- 
marked that she didn’t like it a 
bit when she learned a Negro 
would attend class with her son. 


About half of Delaware's 14,000 
Negro pupils attend schools in 
the northern part of the state 
that were integrated five years 
ago. Under a court order the 
state now will integrate a grade 
each year for 12 years. 

MIAMI MIXES 

In Miami, where four Negroes 
entered the Orchard Villa elemen 
tary school Tuesday, the white 
attendance Wednesday totaled 
only 20. The school had over 
200 white students last year. It 
is in an area that is rapidly be- 
coming Negro, with white resi- 
dents moving out.

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Girl-Rebel Fled 


From Adamsville 


By CHARLES MOORE 
A 16-year-old girl escaped from the Georgia Train- 
ing School for Girls at Adamsville last week after par- 
ticipating in a rebellion by knife-wielding teen-agers.

The director of the training 
school, Miss Maureen Dickerson, 
aid Wednesday that she had put 
the girl out of a dining hall while 
the small-scale riot was taking 
place and the girl ran away. 


EXPLANATION SUPPORTED 


She denied reports that the gir] 
was ejected from the school to 
make her own way to her home 
100 miles away. 


Miss Dickerson’s explanation 
that the ejection was intended to 
be temporary was backed up by 
an Atlanta police report that list- 
ed the girl as an escapee shortly 
after the short-lived revolt Sept. 2. 
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However, it was the first report 
that a fifth girl was involved in 
the riot. 


State troopers used tear gas 
to flush three knife-armed girls 
from a pantry, and a fourth girl 
was seized by school attendants 
for shouting encouragement to the 
rebels. 


The four were taken to Fulton 
Tower for return to the juvenile 
court. 


LOCKED IN ROOM 


Miss Dickerson said the 16-year- 
old escapee was the “ring leader”’ 
of the rebellion. 


Miss Dickerson said she and a 
housemother, Mrs. Ruth Gale, 


disarmed the girl and locked her 


in a bedroom in the dining hall 


where the girl broke a radio and 


a bottle of hand lotion and called 
instructions to the other. rebels. 


Miss Dickerson said she then 
put the girl outside the building 
while she and other school at- 
tendants tried to quell the small- 
scale riot. 


She said as soon as the girl 
was put out of the building, the 
three knife-armed girls took ref- 
uge in the pantry and threatened 
to kill anyone who entered. 
Troopers were called to get them 
out, 


“I might have done different 
if I had a chance to think,” Miss 
Dickerson said. ‘“‘But at the time 
I was more concerned with keep- 
ing the girls with the knives 
away from the other children.” 


NOTIFIED POLICE 


Mrs. Hester Dixon, social serv- 
ices director, notified Atlanta 
police that morning when it was 
discovered the girl was missing. 


Around 3 o’clock that afternoon, 
the girl called the training school 
and inquired about her clothes. 
She refused to tell where she was, 
school officials said. 


The girl had gone to the home 
of friends in Smyrna where she 
called juvenile court officials in 
Columbus, her home town. 


A Columbus juvenile worker 
came and got her Tuesday

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State Loses | 
Sales Tax 
Court Test 


GAINESVILLE # — Hall Su- 
perior Court Judge J. Fred Kel- 
ley has ruled that Georgia deal- 
ers are not required to pay the 
state sales tax on sales to the 
U.S. government and its agen- 
cies. 


Kelley’s ruling was the first 
step in a test case to obtain a 
State Supreme Court decision on 
an order of Revenue Commis- 
sioner Dixon Oxford requiring 
collection of the sales tax on 
sales to the government. 


Assistant Atty. Gen. Ben John- 
son, representing the Revenue 
department, and William L. Nort- 
on Jr., attorney for Jesse Jewel 
Inc., and the Associated Indus- 
tries of Georgia, agreed that be- 
cause of the importance of the 
case, Kelley’s ruling will be ap- 
pealed immediately. 


Since enactment of the Geor- 
gia sales tax in 1951, sales to the 
federal government have been 
considered exempt. But earlier 
this year, Oxford ordered them 
taxed on the basis of an option of 
the,attorney general. That opinion 
held that recent decisions of the 
Georgia Supreme Court and 
Court of Appeals interpreted the 
Sales Tax Act to impose the tax 
upon dealers rather than upon 
purchasers. 


Business interests protested 
that more than $300 million of 
annual Georgia sales to the fed- 
eral government would be af- 
fected, and Oxford suspended en- 
forcement of his order pending 
test litigation. 


The test case was brought in 
the name of the Jesse Jewel Co., 
of Gainesville, and involved a 
sale of $199.56 worth of poultry 
to the Army.
